PALMERISM. 

Gen. Palmer is saying in his latest speeches 
that the Blaine reciprocity policy on which the 
Government is entering will add to the im- 
portance of the Senate because it will have to 
pass on a large number of commercial treaties. 
In these the people of Illinois will be inter- 
ested, and he is asking them to send him to 
Washington to see on their behalf that these 
treaties are all right. But he is not the man 
to pass on the kind of reciprocity treaties 
which will be negotiated under the Blaine 
plan. Gen. Palmer, if Senator, would turn up 
his nose at them as insufficient. He would 
begin clamoring loudly for a reciprocity 
treaty with England which would admit all 
British goods free of duty and would insist 
that nothing short of that would fill the bill. 


He has never favored Mr. Blaine's plan for 


opening Latin-American markets to Western 
farmers so that their surpluses may find mar- 
kets at good prices. He has never told the 
farmers epecifically what he proposed to do 
for them. But he has declared himself in 
favor of universal reciprocity with Europe, 
which is free trade, and now he wants to go to 
Washington to vote on reciprocity treaties. 
But he will not have achance. He would be 
against those which the farmers want and for 
those they do not want. Some one 
else will have to look after the 
interests of Illinois. Palmer and his 
party, if they get into power, want to 
challenge England and the other nations of 
the Old World to a war for manufacturing 
supremacy. It will have to be fought on the 
lower piane of the European wage scale. The 
poliey of the Republicans has been enunciated. 
It is protection for American industries and a 
reciprocity where the articles taken in ex- 
change for American products will not inter- 
fere destructively with the industries of this 
country. It means a reciprocity of non-com- 
petitive surplus products, while Palmer and 
the Democrats want a reciprocity in competi- 
tive goods with Europe. 

Between these two policies the workingmen 
will have to choose. If they are ready and 
willing to drop down to the lower wage scale 
of Europe, which they must do if they are to 
Carry on an industrial war with England, 
France, Germany, and Belgium, and compete 
with the workingmen of those countries in 
their own as weil asin the markets of the 
world, then it is their duty to vote for the 
Democratic candidates, who, if elected, will 
sweep away the last vestiges of the American 
protective system and begin this battle be- 
tween the manufacturers of two continents. 
If they are not willing to accept the lowet 
wage scale and poorer style of living of 
Europe, but wish to stay where they are, it 
is their duty to support the Republican candi- 
dates. : : 
Gen. Palmer says that he is pleased with 
the nomination of Frank Lawler ”’ and believes 
„that it is the beginning of the end of Pinker- 
tonianism in Chicago.” It was sharp practice 
to talk about Pinkertonianism two years 
ago, when few knew the fact that a Republic- 
an law already had abolished it in Illinois, but 
it is knavish todo so,now, when everybody 
knows that what is called Pinkertonianism 
was ended over three years ago by a law passed 
by a Republican Legislature and which has 
been enforced since then by two Republican 
Governors. A number of workingmen were 
taken in by Palmer’s humbug warlike talk 
during the campaign of 1888 about the wicked 
detective agencies and his intention of crush- 
ing them out if elected, but the workingmen 
have learned since then that it was all moon- 
shine. Gen. Palmer talks as if ignorant of 
the fact that he has been found out and that 
nobody puts any faith in what he says any 
longer. 


CENSUS RETURNS FROM FIVE WESTERN 
STATES. 
The revised and corrected census returns for 


the States of Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Iowa, 
and Nebraska give the following figures: 


604,301 

It appears from these figures that Michigan 
gains very nearly as many people as Ohio and 
more than double as many as Indiana, This 
is explained in part by the heavy gains in 
towns like Grand Rapids, Muskegon, Ishpem- 
ing, Menominee, and Marquette, and also in 
the Saginaw salt region. But a great share of 
the increase is due to the general development 
of the Upper Peninsula and the working of its 
iron mines. Regions which ten years ago 
were occupied by a few hunters are now filled 
with men who are digging iron ore with 
those who are supplying them and their fami- 
lies with the necessaries of life. The heavier 
ore shipments explain the heavier population. 

It was expected Ohio would do better and 
keep a little ahead of Illinois. It was thought 
the gains due to the rapid growth in popula- 
tion of the little towns which natural gas has 
made manufacturing centers and the great 
strides of Cleveland, Toledo, Columbus, Can- 
ton, Akron, Youngstown, etc., would enable 
the State to make a very respectable showing. 
But while some of these places did increase 
amazingly, Cincinnati was a sore disappoint- 
ment. Neither the trade nor the manufactures 
of that city appear to have advanced as rapid- 
ly as was expected during the last decade, and 
hence it did not keep pace in population with 
the other large cities of the country. The 


| emigration from the Ohio farming districts to 
the Far West has not ceased yet, and the num- 


ber of immigrants from Europe who make 
homes in the State is not as large as in the 
more Western-or more Eastern States. 

It was expected natural gas would do great 
things for Indiana. And it has built up sev- 
eral places suddenly, but the agricultural dis- 
tricts of the State have dechined in population.

ANOTHER OPENING FOR MANUFACTU REERS 
The new tariff law has the following pro- 
vision: 


That where imported materials on which du- 
ties have been paid are used in the manufacture 
of articles manufactured or produced in the 
United States th there shall be allowed on the ex- 
portation of such articles a drawback equal in 
amount to the duties paid on the materials used 
less 1 per centum of such duties. 


The present drawback system, which applies 
practically to but a small range of articles, 
provides for the refunding of but 90 per cent 
of the duties. The new law adds 9 per cent 
to that, and makes it all the more of an induce- 
ment for the manufacturer to begin to com- 
pete in foreign markets. 

This extension of the drawback system is 
something which Tun Tripunz has contended 
for for years. It urged it two years ago, 
when the Senate ‘Tariff bill of 1888 was intro- 
duced, and it is even more convinced of its 
wisdom now. There are a number of manu- 
factures which have approached so near the 
competitive point in foreign markets that it 
will take but little fo turn the scales and en- 
able them to make a profitable disposition of 
their surplus produzts in other countries. 
The moment they are able to do that they 
can keep their mills or factories running all 
the time, and thus get the full benefit of their 
plant. They can produce more cheaply for 
that reason, and there will be no more shut- 
ting down, to the injury of labor, because 
production has outrun consumption. 

Under this law the manufacturer of woolens 
will have some chance to compete abroad, for 
he will get. back ninety-nine hundredths of 
the duty he has paid on his imported mixing 
wools. There will be an outlet for carpet- 
ings, the production of which for the home 
market is being interfered with by the higher 
wool duties. The manufacturer of agricultur- 
al implements, if he chooses, can use foreign 
steel and home-grown wool, and get back 
all but a shadow of the duties paid by him. 

There are provisions of the law requiring 
the satisfactory identification of the materials 
on which the duty has been paid, but the man- 
ufacturers and the Secretary of the Treasury 
between them can settle with ease on a sys- 
tem of doing that which, while 
protecting the Government from fraud, 
will not hamper the manufacturer 
with absurd and unnecessary require- 
ments. It is not to be expected that all firms 
in a particular business will start in manu- 
facturing for foreign markets. Some will de- 
vote themselves exclusively to the home trade, 
while others will make a speciaity of these new 
opportunities. Such is the case in Massachu- 
setts now, where the making of cotton cloth 
for export is in comparatively few hands. 
But the home market is as much relieved by 
the large shipments of a few mills as by the 
small ones of many. 

Tun Trisune believes that as soon as the 
more enterprising manufacturers learn what 
has been done for them by this new provision 
on the subject of drawbacks they will hasten 
to avail themselves of it to the great benefit of 
the trade of the country. 


A WEIRD TALE OF A SEA-SERPENT. 

About a month ago startlmg rumors were 
circulated in the marine world that the sea- 
serpent was dead. Capt. Obed Knowlton of 
the schooner Trader, cruising from Boston to 
Advoeate Harbor, Nova Scotia, averred upon 
his honor as a seaman that one morning he 
espied upon his port bow what seemed to be a 
floating wreck. He ordered his helmsman to 
bear away two points, and when he had borne 
away two points he came up within twelve 
feet of the supposed wreck and found it was 
the body of the sea-serpent, 80 feet long, 21 
feet broad, shaped like a torpedo, striped on 
its side like a zebra, and having an immense 
hard shell on its back like a tortoise. In- 
stead of taking the priceless flotsam in tow to 
the nearest Nova Scotia port, he sailed away 
and left the weltering hulk to the sea gulls, 
though he could have entered it free of duty, 
being neither fish, flesh, nor good red herring, 
nor a work of art or usefulness. There were 
not wanting many unbelievers at the time 


who scoffed at the story of Capt. Obed Knowl- 


ton, and were free to declare that he “ had 
em more than usual that day. 

Capt. Obed Knowlton’s yarn is now proved 
untrue, for the sea-serpent again turns up 
alive and kicking. This time he was seen by 
three sober and truthful men of Whitman, 
Mass., who discovered him sunning himself 
in the water off Brant Rock, Marshfield, 
Daniel Webster’s old hunting-ground. They 
were in à boat, fishing, and immediately gave 
chase to him. One of them threw a rope 
about his head, and the other two fired charge 
after charge at the kraken’s body, but the 
monster shed the bullets as a duck sheds 
water. Meanwhile, as if incensed at this 
want of respect, the serpent turned about and 
headed for Liverpool, moving in a slow and 
stately manner at first and gradually increas- 
ing to à rate of speed which would break the 
record of an ocean flyer. Tho painter held fast 
and the three fishermen, like the three wise men 
of Gotham, were rapidly going to seain a 
bowl. Like the same three wiseacres, the 
story might have been longer it the bowl had

Pride and love of adventure urged 
them on the one hand to let the weird steed 
give them a free ride over the ocean blue, but 
love of children, wives, and home, which 
were fast disappearing from view, urged them 
shoreward, While they debated the serpent 
was putting on more steam, and his huge tail 
listened in the sun as it lashed the waters 
and eharned them into foam. He was 
making a twenty-five-knot pace. Their boat 
was spinning through the blue water as boat 
never spun before. The shores of their native 
land grew more and more remote. The beach 
was but a white ribbon, and the crowd which 
had gathered upon it were but black specks. 
Passing vessels hailed leviathan with his 
scared tow, but could get no answer. His 
pace at last grew terrific, and at every spurt 
ahead the tow was lifted clear out of water. 
The strain was too much. The men cut the 
painter and were sent sprawling into the bow 
of the boatall in aheap. Leviathan, freed 
from his impedimenta, flashed his whole 
length out of water like a joyous porpoise 
and then dove to the lowest depths 
and disappeared, leaving his ad in- 
terim captors free to go ashore 


and tell the wondrous tale. However much 


credit the world may give to this latest story 
of the sea-serpent, it is matter for congratula- 
tion that Capt. Obed Knowlton’s yarn is 
proven untrue, for what would the ocean be 
without its favorite monster?

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FAITH-HEALING. 


HUMBUGS, | 
Every now and then a wave of confidence in 


the supposed : virtues of faith-healing of dis- 


ease sweeps across an otherwise intelligent 


community. It may be faith in an individual, 
a process, or a promise, and designations vary 
even more widely than the possibilities of de- 
scription, the differences being generally con- 
fined to points of minor detail. The leading 
idea in each case is that medication and med- 
ical care can be dispensed with, and the suf- 
ferer cured by some occult process induced by 
prayer, command, or personal manipulation. 
The idea operates on the mentality much as a | 
microbe is supposed to do on the animal or- 


ganism. Once it finds a lodgment it increases | 


and multiplies, perverts the whole being, 


spreads to others in epidemic fashion as do | 


the germs of cholera or small-pox, and is for 
a while the prevalent topic for thought and 
conversation in social circles. Then it dies 


out, with no more of active causation for the 


disappearance than for the advent. It drops 
out, not as a result of reasoning that exposes 
its absurdity, but simply because its victims 
get tired of entertaining it, some resting for 
awhile and others immediately hunting for a 
new sensation. 

The last few years present an unusually 
rapid succession of these delusive movements. 
The one led by Eddy and Plunkett had for its 
basis the claim that -disease and pain exist 
only in the imagination of the alleged sufferer. 
According to them it was only necessary to 
believe this in order to cease to feel or experi- 
ence unpleasant sensations. Then came the 
Teed and Schweinfurth claims of personal 
power to rebuke and remove human ailments, 
their ability in this and other respects being 
greater than that of the prophets and apostles 
of old. These have scarcely died out yet, but 
already another school has sprung up in our 
midst, the pupils in which are taught that 
prayer and anointment are ail that are nec- 
essary to recovery from sickness, but 
that it is necessary for them to ob- 
serve that they -are saved through 
faith instead of by it. It is due to the latter to 
say that its teaching does not outrage the 
feelings of the orthodox professing Christian, 
as it is based upon certain quoted passages in 
the Bible. The essential point of difference 
between them is as to time, the orthodox be- 
lieving that miracles were worked by the holy 
men of old, but are not performed now, while 
the new school claims the possession of the 
same power in the sense that man can offer 
effectual prayer for the healing of the sick, 
but the claim is not indorsed by the common 
sense of today, which recognizes the fact that 
pain and disease now are results legitimately 
due to the operation of natural causes, how- 


ever it may have been in past ages. 


It is interesting to note, however, that these 
different schgols hold each other in contempt 
fully as much as does the incredulous observer 
outside of them all. For instance, the apostie 
of the latest one of the movements asks him- 
self if his plan of action is not the same as 
Christian science, mind-healing, etc., and 
evidently does so for the express purpose of 
getting in the reply that Divine healing is 
diametrically opposed to these diabolical 
counterfeits which are utterly anti-Christian. 
These impostures are only seductive forms of 
spiritualism. Trance evangelism is also a 
more recent form of this delusion, and it de- 
ceives many.“ The false prophets of Baal 
were denounced by holy men of old in scarce- 
ly stronger terms than these. There is not 
even in this utterance a breath of the spirit 
which dictated the utterance of the prayer on 
the cross, “‘ Forgive them, for they know not 
what they do.” 

No doubt many persons have believed them- 
selves to be cured of various ailments by 
these agencies. But they only fancied they 
were sick and the persuasive influence of a 
stronger mind was sufficient to dispel the de- 
lusion. In other instances the body has really 
suffered because of mental disturbance, and 
when that was soothed down its effect disap- 
peared. The power of mind over matter is 
far from being fully understood, and the lead- 
ing pointé in the discussion could not well be 
mentioned in a brief editorial article, But 
one fact may be stated that will suffice to ac- 
count for perhaps 99 per cent if not all éf 
the cures claimed to have been effected 
by any or all of these various agen- 
cies. And it is one not generally 
known. A prominent physician was asked 
a few years ago for his opmion on a cognate 
subject and replied: ‘‘ Out of every ten people 
who fall sick and get well nine would recover 
about the same whether they took medicine or 
not. But the tenth is cured by good, old-fash- 
ioned medication.” The legitimate medical 
practitioner aids in the cure of a small per- 
centage. All the restof those who recover are 
cured by Dame Nature, and if she does not 
cure them they remain sick or die. It is that 
90 per cent of sick ones who get well any way 
that furnish the magnificent array of material 
out of which the quack doctor who adminis- 
ters drugs, and the thousand and one other 
ignorant pretenders to healing power without 
resort to medicine, find the stock in trade 
which enables them to build up fortunes in 
money and great reputations for healing skill. 
That is the field in which the charlatan flour- 
ishes and grows fat, while the conscientious 
practitioner of medicine sets up no claim to 
miraculous power, In other words, the quack 
who claims to cure by either material or men- 
tal means thrives because Dame Nature always 
does her best for the sufferer without fee or 
reward, and because the people who suffer are, 
in the language of Carlyle, mostly fools.” 


Jupas ALTGELD might well take object les- 
sons in the line of his judicial duties from his 
brother Horton of the Circuit Court in the 
matter of naturalizing citizens. Here is the 
modus operandi in Judge Horton’s court, ac- 
cording to the only Democratic organ, Col. 
McDonald’s Globe:

The New 
World certainly keeps ite temper much bettter 
than the Old. 


Many of the farmers of Illinois have been 
grumbling about high taxes, and though those 
collected for the State are the smallest they 
pay, and have been reasonable except when 
Democratic extravagance has added to them 
for @ year or so, most of their scolding has 
been about the State taxes. They are begin- 
ming to learn, however, that large sums are 
collected from them for other than State pur- 
poses, and that it is in their power to reduce 
their amount. In the southern part of the 
State, where the farmers can control absolute- 
ly if they choose the machinery of every coun- 
ty, there is a systematic movement in the di- 
rection of cutting down the pay of county offi- 
cers. The salaries attached to these places 
have been going up little by little, though 
the amount of work to be done has not in- 
creased. The officeholding class, always on 
the lookout, has managed to fix its pay to suit 
itself. It is time, therefore, that the farmers 
should look after their interests and cut down 
the salaries where they are too high. It 
would be a good idea for them to do it in 
every county where they can elect a majority 
of the County Commissioners or Board of Su- 
pervisors, In those counties where township 
organization has not been adopted yet they 
can do it without difficulty. Then the farmers 
should turn their attention to their town 
affairs and cut off the extravagances which 
may be found there, It is in the power of the 
Grangers to reduce their taxes materially if 
they will only take the trouble. They have 
the votes to do it with aad can save enough to 
pay their State taxes.

Cananpa is getting a great deal of advice 
just now. The London Times, compassionat- 
ing it for the harm done by the McKinley bill, 
urges it to adopt a free-trade policy, holding 
that it will be able then to exclude the United 
States from competition. The Canadians, 
however, will be likely to think that the rem- 
edy is worse than the disease. Free trade 
would mean cutting down their wage scale, 
which is higher than that of Europe, or kill- 
ing off what manufactories they have. It 
would be a good thing for England, which 
would inundate the Dominion with cheaper 
goods and thus stop all importations of manu- 


factured articles from the United States, but . 


it would do more mischief to the Dominion 
than the McKinley bill ever can. 

Sir John Macdonald’s advice is to seek new 
markets, to work up trade with China, Aus- 
tralia, and the West Indies, and try to dispose 
at the ends of the earth of those products 
which find their natural market in the 
States. But while he is talking thus the 
news comes of the failure of the West India 
part of this new trade. The Dominion Gov- 
ernment began some little time ago the ex- 
periment of running two subsidized lines of 
steamships to Jamaica and the neighboring 
English islands. One of them has just been dis- 
continued because there is so little business to 
be done. 

The true policy of the Canadians is to turn 
out the Tories, put in-the Liberals, and nego- 
tiate a genuine reciprocity treaty. with 
this country. Then all their products will 
have free access to their natural market and 
Canada will begin to prosper as it never 
dreamed of doing.

Initial Step that Ended in Bringing the 
Columbian Exposition to this City 
Discussion of the Question of Sunday 
Opening—Designs for the Fair Build- 
ings-The Week at Heudqnarters—A 
Novel Suggestion from Southern Cali- 
fornia, 


There was an omission in the chronology 
of the World’s Fair published in last Satur- 
day’s Tmuunx. The initial movement for a 
Fair did not die in the Executive Committee 
of the Inter-State Exposition, as was inti- 
mated, but passed from that to the Commer- 
cial Club and there was lost for a time. 

The Executive Committee, when the matter 
was referred to it in 185, discussed the mat- 
ter pro and con and decided that it would be 
foolish to take up the project unless the co- 
operation of the business-men of the city was 
secured, and this it believed could best be 
secured through the Commercial Club. In 
consequence the following letter was prepared 
and sent to Mr. MacVeagh: : 

„Cntoado. Jan. 13.—The Hon. Franklin Mac- 
Veagh, President henge Commercial Club—- 
Dear Sir: The subject of holding a Universal 
Exposition in this city during 1892 in commemora- 
tion of the discovery of Awerica by Columbus 
was referred to the Executive Committee by the 
Board of Directors of this organization at u late 
moeting. 

This committeo has canvassed and discubsed 
that sabject somewhat among its own mombers 
and by intercourse with many citizens. There 
seems to be a strong and practical unanimity of 
sentiment in favor of the enterprise, and an 
abiding confidence that the resources and condi- 
tions necessary to render it completely successful 
as a business Qndertaking alike creditable and 
profitable to its promoters to the country 
are available to t ene. 

Tho members of this committee are of the opin- 
ion that the most important and indeed vital con- 
dition first to be determined is the earnest, delib-

Wasmxorox, D. C., Oct. 10.—[ Special. — 
There is 4 good deal of gossip now about the 
probability that the President will call an ex- 
tra session of Congress, and among officials 
connected with the Senate and House the 
opinion prevails that the call will be issued for 
a¢ession to begin about Nov. 11. It is under- 
stood from a Senator that the President has 
the matter under consideration at the sugges- 
tion of influential Republican leaders, but 
that the President’s disinclination to call an 
extra session is as strong now as it was when 
a like course was urged upon him after his in- 
auguration, The object then was to gain 
time at the beginning of the term of the Fifty- 
first Congress for the of measures of 
National importance — it was believed 
could not be crowded through in the first reg- 
ular session. 

But the revised rules of the House and the 
good management of Reed, McKinley, and 
Cannon resulted in the transaction of an un- 
usually large amount of important busi- 
ness. Yet a great deal remains to be done by 
the House and much more by the Senate. 
Among the matters to be disposed of are the 
Election bill, the Labor bills, the Shipping 
bills, and the bill for a reapportionment of 
representation in Congress under the census 


of 1890, It is thought by the advocates of an 


extra session that as the House would lose no 
time in organization if called together early 
in November it could put in two or three 
weeks on the Reapportionment bill and Ship- 
ping bills, and get some of the annual appro- 
priation bills through before the beginning of 
the regular session in December. 

In the meantime the Senate could put out 
of the way the Bankruptcy bill, the labor 
bills, and other measures that might other- 
wise interfere with the consideration of the 
National Election bill and the appropriation 
and reapportionment bills at the regular ses- 
sion. It is generally regarded as an impera- 
tive duty of this Congress to complete the re- 
apportionment before the middle of next Jan- 
uary, which can hardly be done without an 
extra session or a of the rules of the 
Senate so as to limite debate at the will of the 
majority. Of the forty-two States now repre- 
sented in Congress the Legislatures of all ex- 
cept six hold biennial sessions, and it happens 
that the Legislatures of thirty-four of the 
States. will hold reg sessions in the year 
1891. Of the remaining eight States the — 
islatures of six—Iowa, Louisiana, Maryl d 
Mississippi, Ohio, and Vermont—will ho 
regular sessions prior to the Presidential and 

ngressional elections of 1892. 

This les leaves only two States—Alabama and 

82 Legislatures of which will not 

session and have an opportunity 
re — oe Congressional district boundaries 
before the elections that year; while if Con- 
gress should fail or negiect to enact an Appor- 
tionment law as early as January, 1891, special 
sessions of the ilatures of many States 
would have to be called to reapportion Repre- 
sentatives in order to comply with the condi- 
tions of the law; otherwise no Apportionment 
law might be enacted in time to be operative 
in the next Presidential election.

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e FAOTS ABOUT BEER. 
A Familiar Beverage That Was apres me 
Earliest Times. 


New York. emen Advertiser: * 


I heard this half of the couplet from a very 
old lady when I was a small boy; but 1 have 
never been able to find the complete stanza, 
though I have looked for it for years. Just 
who it was that invented beer will probably 
never be known, for malt liquor in some form 
—and there have been endless varieties of it 
goes back at least 5,000 or 6,000 years. Noah, 
it is said, got drunk on wine after being sur- 
rounded by water for along time; and yet, so 
far as we know with any certainty it may 
have been beer, as the ancie ts called beer 
“barley wine.“ 

Beer wag unquestionably used by the Greeks 
and the ptians; but it has had its most 
famous history in in the middle and north of 
Europe. The mead of the Scandinavians was 
— rn temperance drink of boyhood; it was 

yd metheglin or honey wine, more like- 
“ 18 — brandy,“ for those Northern gods 
and heroes did not perform their exploits on 
any mild beverage. They drank deer, too, 
and gallons of it. To the Teutonie race the 
habit of drinking it comes as a sort of second 
nature. It has been said, in reference to this 
fact, that while tea and coffee and some other 
drinks may be o, beer is too-tonic. 

The old religious foundations in England 
have from time Err supplied beer to 
their ministers and guests; and English law 
has from time to time stepped into the offives 
of the ministers and licensed venders to see 
that a pure article was sold. If we would have 
— good fellows with Ben Jonson, Shaks- 

are, and their set at the Mermaid Tavern 
— R. have had many a tankard of this 
brewed beverage poured out to us, for Shaks- 
peare at least sings its praises, as Chaucer did 
before him. 

Beer, in fact, is as closely linked with En- 
glish litarature as wine is with the poems of 
Anacreon and Hafiz. In ballad and college 
song particularly it is—so to speak, barring 
aver the pun—the reigning spirit. To begin 

oe much of the poetry relating to it 
would require reams of space; but here are 
some of the lines which Beaumont delivered 
himself of -in comparing wine with ale, very 


much to the advantage of the latter: 


Come all ye brave wights, 
That are dubbed ale- nights, 
Now set out yourselves in sight} 
And let them t crack 
In the presence of sack 
Know malt is of mickle-might, 


Is holy d sack they define 
divine, 
Yet I. is but natural liquor, 

Ale hath for its part

To make it drink thinner or thicker,

And there is much, too much, of this to 
quote, though it 1s enthusiastic and laudatory 
to the end, But the proverbs on ale are 
numerous and of great variety. 

The eccentric * water-poet, John Taylor, 
tells us that “ale is the warmest lining of a 
naked man’s coat.“ A proverb current two 
or three centuries ago says: 

Wine is but single broth 
Ale is meat, drink, and cloth. 


The old Druids were said to have the art of ing 


— io in fine perfection, and an Oxford 
o perhaps drank from one of their 
recipes, said, with beer in mind: 
Of true British growth is the nectar we boast, 
The homely companion of plain boiled and roast. 
A writer of another college says: 
A fig for Horace and his juice, 
Falernian and Massic, 
Far better drink can we produce, 
Though tis not quite so classic. 

And no doubt beer is the better if either or 
any kind is to be used day by day. The old- 
est centenarians were in many cases beer 
drinkers, and Von Moltke, the famous Ger- 
man, has lately said that he prefers beer to 
any alcoholic drink whatever, and would like 
to see his weaker beverage displace the more 
fiery spirituous liquors among the op ge 

The song Jolly Good Ale and Old“ 
familiar to need copying here, and we wil 
now dismiss in the main the poetry of the 
subject. 

A good many attempts have been made by 
philologists to give the origin of the names 
ale and beer; but, as there are so many, and 
in some instances so fantastic and far-fetched, 
they do not command much serious attention.

passed the beer-cup galore, and the King and 
all were made merry. It was said of another 
Queen on a similar occasion : 
A horn she bare in her hand, 
So was the custom in the land, 
Knights and squier 
Alle dronken of the ber. 

To skip the different beers that were once 
known ive room for a word about 
* lager.“ This, as everybody knows, is beer 
that is kept in layers, which goes through a 
long, slow fermentation. It also has less per 
cent of alcohol than ale—2 to 5 for the former 
against 6 to 8 for the latter. The Bavarian 
beer is probably the best in the world. The 
peculiar way in which it is fermented pre- 
vents it from turning sour by long exposnre to 
the air,

A CALL FOR WIVES. 


A Consignment of Girls to Be Sent to Ca- 
nadian Bachelors. 

Quebec Letter in the Boston Herald: A cry 
for wives is the pathetic appeal that comes to 
the Province of Quebec from the French-Ca- 
nadiafi settlers in the Canadian Northwest 
Territories.

Women of any kind, with the exception of 
squaws, are scarce in the Canadian Terri- 
tories, and there is an absolute absence of 
young marriageable females of the same race 
and religion as the struggling settlers who 
have gone out there from the Province of 
Quebec. Their priests are extremely anxious 
to see them married to wives of their own na- 
tionality and faith, so as to encourage the 
growth in the new Northwest of a French- 
speaking ana Roman Catholic nationality.

‘of the ob. Canadian nation in the Province 
of Quebec, due to the proverbial fecundity of 
its wome the supplying of wives and 
mothers to the Northwest settlers is all that 
is necessary to the early establishment of an 
equally populous Nation on the Western 
iri A remarkable indication of French- 
anadian fecundity is furnished by the fact 
that over 1,000 claims have been already 
filed obo rs Satan eager =. the 3 of 
Quebec for grants o acres of land 
awarded by the Government of M. Mercier 
to the fathers of families of twelve or more 
liv children.

Now Is the Season of Preparation for Spring
